1 1 . (HI The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Regarding reference Kado. the motion limiter (7) placed over an end of the tube (2) and attached to a side plate (6). Therefore, 
the motion limiter (7) is capable of performing a function of limiting upward or downward axial motion of the tube if the tube is 
moved axiallv. In response to applicant's cited section in the specification to describe the motiton limiter, it is noted to the 
applicant that although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns. 988 F.2d 1181. 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Regarding reference Lefeber. applicant is 
claiming "to limit upward or downward axial motion" in an alternative language form. Therefore, if the motiton limiter of Lefeber 
is capable of performing one of the alternative, the reference is considered to read on the claimed invention. Regarding claim 
28. there is no permanent bond between the motion limiter (50) to the load bearing member (26) of the heat exchanger (16). the 
mount between them is considered to be adjustable since thev can be moved relatively with a sufficient force. Regarding claims 
32 and 48. the channel is defined at a recess formed on the load bearing member defined bv circular rib (36). wherein at least 
one of the wall (26) of the channel restrains any downward motion of the motion limiter (50) .
